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TENT STOVES FOR SOLDIEKS. 


Order Two 
Thousand for the Barracks. 

Bids will be opened today by Quar- 
termaster G. C. Smith of the St. Louis 
depot for 2,000 conical wall tent stoves, 
and on his recommendation the con- 
tract will be awarded. by Quartermag- 
ter General Ludington. Not since 1896 
has the government invested in tent 
stoves, when 1,200 were purchased 
through the St. Louis depot. From a 
civilian’s way of thinking the army 
tent stove is most unique. It hag the 
form of a frustrum of a cone, is con- 
structed out of No. 14 United States 
standard guage common annealed plate 
iron, and is in one piece, except the col- 
lar and door. The aperture for the 
door is six inches high by six inches 
wide, and the covering is sufficiently 
large to lap over. An “A” shaped vent 
is at the bottom of the stove, directly 
under the door, and is two inches high 
by three inches wide. The general di- 
mensions of the stove are as follows: 
Height, to top of collar, 28 inches; out- 
side circumference at top, 13 inches; 
distance from bottom of door aperture 
to base of stove, 14 inches; weight, 19 
pounds. The cost to the government 
for those on hand was $1.23 each. “It 
is not likely that all of the 2,000 stoves 
will be used at Jefferson Barracks,” 
said Quartermaster Smith. “I think 
several hundred will be plenty. The 
remainder will be shipped to other ar- 
my e2mps. The stove was adopted for 
use in the army September 18, 1894, 
and is by far the simplest device that 
could be used in a tent.”

FREAKS OF LIGHTNING. a 

Out of every three persons struck by 
lightning two recover. Experts say 
the electricity in a thunderbolt is not 
very great, but the voltage is. In old 
times vessels used often to be struck 
by lightning and the loss by that cause 
was very great.

Bids will be opened today by Quar- 
termaster G. C. Smith of the St. Louis 
depot for 2,000 conical wall tent stoves, 
and on his recommendation the con- 
tract will be awarded. by Quartermas- 
ter General Ludington. Not since 1896 
has the government invested in tent 
stoves, when 1,200 were purchased 
through the St. Louis depot. From a 
civilian’s way of thinking the army 
tent stove is most unique. It hag the 
form of a frustrum of a cone, is con- 
structed out of No. 14 United States 
standard guage common annealed plate 
iron, and is in one piece, except the col- 
lar and door. The aperture for the 
door is six inches high by six inches 
wide, and the covering is sufficiently 
large to lap over. An “A” shaped vent 
is at the bottom of the stove, directly 
under the door, and is two inches high 
by three inches wide. The general di- 
mensions of the stove are as follows: 
Height, to top of collar, 28 inches; out- 
Side circumference at top, 13 inches; 
distance from bottom of door aperture 
to base of stove, 14 inches; weight, 19 
pounds. The cost to the government 
for those on hand was $1.23 each. “It 
is not likely that all of the 2,000 stoves 
will be used at Jeiferson Barracks,” 
said Quartermaster Smith. “I think 
several hundred will be plenty. The 
remainder will be shipped to other ar- 
my e2mps. The stove was adopted for 
use in the army September 18, 1894, 
and is by far the simplest device that 
could be used in a tent.”

FREAKS OF LIGHTNING. 

Out of every three persons struck by 
lightning two recover. Experts say 
the electricity in a thunderbolt is not 
very great, but the voltage is. In old 
times vessels used often to be struck 
by lightning and the loss by that cause 
was very great. From 1790 to 1840 
no fewer than 280 ships of the British 
navy were struck, 10 men being killed 
and 150 wounded. Nowadays war- 
ships, as well as big merchant vessels, 
have lightning rods running down 
their masts into the sea, so that the 
electricity is carried off. In these 
days nobody hears of the destruction 
of a vessel by lightning. Churches, 
if they continue to be built as now, 
will always be favorite targets for 
lightning.

One of the best evidences of the 
value of lightning rods up to date has 
been afforded by the Washington mon- 
ument. It is capped by a small foure

FAVORS THE MILK TRUST 


And Editor Sterns of the Adrian Press 


Gives His Reasons Therefor. 


(From the Adrian Press.) 

Ann Arbor capitalists propose to build 
a creamery there, and are contracting 
milk at 24% cents a quart. They are 
going to sterilize and pasteurize the 
milk so that it cannot harm tie resi- 
dents of the University city. Doctors 
have told them how much of danger 
there is in milk in its natural state. 
That’s what ails the Ann Arbor people. 
Theyve been swallowing bacteria and 
germs, and grip, aud influenza, and 
Phthysis, and Ticdolereaux, and ennui 
and conscience knows what, until nerve 
energy, vital foree, physical vigor and 
genuine democracy have disappeared, 
and what do we see? Why lawyers oc- 
cupy pulpits, editors advocating civil 
service, tramps burglariing the jail, 
men of 110 getting married, and the 
city under Republican management, 
with Pingree howlers in a majority. All 
comes from using natural milk. The 
company will sterilize the milk Tri- 
means, that they will treat it with hot 
water instead of cold. They will pas- 
teurize it. We believe this means that 
they will take out of it all hydrophobia 
germs. They contract that all cows 
must be pastured. Junius Beal is 
studying on a plan to sterilize the lac- 
teal fluid by forcing kot steam into the 
cows, just prior to milking, but Ez Nor- 
ris says this will destroy the Dutch 
cheese plant. They do not propose to 
let the market get clogged with milk 
or butter. They will make the supply 
ample, and will work the surplus up 
into butter, which they will put in brine 
or on ice, to put on the market when it 
begins to get scarce. They are going 
to have a big store room, for there is 
not so much demand for the five or six 
thousand citizens, dvring the summer 
vacation when no students are there. 
They will ask congress to put a tariff 
on Ypsilanti and Chelsea butter. But- 
ter from Jackson they do not fear, be- 
cause it has to be deodorized with Ypsi- 
lanti mineral water before they can 
keep it on a plate. We hope our sister 
city will get the new creamery and be- 
gin to use the “pure quill’ at an early 
day. We know now what ails Mike 
Lehman, Cap Schuh, Wedemeyer, Ham- 
mond, Judge Harriman, Cavanaugh and 
others. Been using too much natural 
milk. It’s a wonder they’re alive. Geù- 
tlemen, rush that creamery. Send us 
some stock by express. 


THE THREE MILE LIMIT. 


A Bill Will Be Iniroduced to Close 
Ann Arbor saloons. 

The Michigan Anti-Saloon League 
have representatives in Lansing look- 
ing after their interests. One of the 
bills they will press is one establishing 
a three-mile limit in college towns with- 
in which liquor shall not be sold. Chair- 
man Brant, of the league, while in Lan- 
sing yesterday, said: 

“We shall present a bill providing 
that the question of prohibition in coun- 
ties shall be submitted to the people at 
regular spring elections, instead of hav- 
ing it submitted at, special clections. 
We intend to have this question voted 
upon in aS many counties as possible, 
and our object in working for this 
change is to save the people of the 
counties the expense of holding special 
elections. I believe that the saloon 
men will join with us in tris, as it 
would be of no: benefit to them to insist 
upon this expense. We shal! also work 
for better supervision of drug stores in 
the matter of liquor selling. Another 
measure that we shall propose is that 
no saloons may do business within 
three miles of institutions of learning 
in strictly college towns, and we shall 
name the towns in the bill. Commercial 
cities, such as Detroit, will not be men- 
toined in the bill, but in college towns 
such as Ann Arbor, Ypsilanti, Albion 
and Mt. Pleasant, we shell ask that the 
limit be established,and around theagri- 
cultural college at Lansing, as the col- 
lege is so far from the center of the city 
that the saloons in the city would be 
effected very hitie,”

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To Lessen the Cheapness of 
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College Degrees. 


Rep. Heineman, U. of M.,’87, Will 
Bo the Champion Against Cross- 
Roads Creations in the Legislature. 


A story is related of a country par- 
son of limited education, who, having 
been called to the pastorate of an im- 
portant city church, thought it -would 
gain prestige if he could attuch the 
title of D. D. to his name. According- 
ly, he hied himself to a little cross- 
roads college and besought the presi- 
dent of that institution to acquaint him 
with the methods by which ke might 
secure the coveted degree. 

The president informed the parson 
that one of three ways was open: He 
might either endow a chair in the insti- 
tution, take up the regular divinity 
course, or.give evidence of his ability | 
by passing an examination then and 
there. The parson objected to the first 
method on the plea of poverty and the 
second because of the lack of time. He 
thought, however, that he might ven- 
ture on the third. Accordingly, the 
president told him to take up his Bible 
and prepare himself for an examination 
on its contents. He asked the parson 
to read the first verse of Genesis and 
to explain the process of how sin the 
beginning God created the heavens and 
the earth.” 

“Why, He created them out of noth- 
ing,” replied the confident parson. 

“There, stop, sir!’ interrupted the 
president, at the same time laying his 
hand on the applicants. “By. that 
same process, I now and hereby take 
it upon myself to constitute you a doc- 
tor of divinity.” 

This incident may or may not have 
occurred, but it serves to indicate the 
ground taken by the Collegiate alumni 
association, of Detroit, in the prepera- 
tion of a bill which it intends to pre- 
sent to the legislature, and which has 
for its object the protection of the larg- 
er colleges and universities of the state 
against what are alleged to be the de- 
teriorating influence of smaller institu- 
tions. At the present time, it is urged, 
any so-called ‘“‘college,’’ be it only a 
cross-roads school, or a business univer- 
sity, takes it upon itself to confer high- 
sounding degrees upon its graduates, 
thus cheapening the-same titles earned 
by long years of scholarship in institu- 
tions of dignity and importance, and at 
the same time befogging the minds of 
young men and women as to wnat con- 
stitutes a liberal education. 

The bill which has been in process of 
construction for more than a year, is 
along the line of similar acts passed 
recentiy by Pennsylvania, New york 
and Massachusetts. It provides, among 
other things, that in order to organize 
a new college $150,000 capital must be 
required instead of $50,000, as under the 
present law. Another provision is thai 
the power to confer degrees be limited 
to the institutions that have a morai 
right to confer them. 

The bill has been indorsed by promi- 
nent educators throguhout the state 
and will be presented to the legislature 
by Rep. Heineman.

Be Moved to Detroit and a Great 
Normal School Established Here.

The Detroit Evening News is still 
keeping up its warfare against the per- 
manent location of the U. of M. at Ann 
Arbor, and continues advocating its 
removal tò Detroit. The only solace 
which it holds out for Ann Arbor in 
case this is done is that possibly a 
great Normal school can utilize the 
buildings on the campus. Now, Ypsi- 
lanti, it is your time to start a howl. 

The following is the News’ editorial: 

In no way could the bicentenary cf 
our beautiful city be celebrated more 
easily or with greater effect than by 
the removal hither of the University 
of Michigan. It could be done easily, 
because the $3,000,000 which would prob- 
ably be needed to accomplish it could 
be raised by an issue of city bonds, the 
payment of which would be distributed 
through a series of years and wold 
be but little felt by the taxpayers. 

Meanwhile it would add 3,000 or more 
persons to our population to be fed, 
clothed and amused, none of whom 
would come at all in competition with 
breaid-winners already here. 

But there are higher reasons why we 
should aspire to it. Nothing can make 
a city more famous than, the possession 
of a great university. Oxford and 
Cambridge never would be heard of but 
for their famous institutions of leari- 
ing, and so of many other places—New 
Haven, Ithaca, Cambridge, Mass., and 
our own Ann Arbor. Universities 
bring the cities possessing them closely 
in touch with the whole world. No 


doubt, too, they tend to raise the intel- 


lectual tone of the community. 
Another great benefit it would be to 
our city would be its affording an object 
about which our wealthy people couid 
center their pride and liberality, for 
without a doubt a broad spirit of lib- 


erality would be incited by the posses- 


sion of an institution of world-wide 
fame. . 

The university would be the gainer 
because it would enjoy larger means, 
draw an increased number of stu lenis 
and have the benefit of the advantages 
which a great city would give, to say 
nothing of the advantages atforded for 
acquatic sports, which enter so largely 
into university life. 

The state of Michigan would be bene- 
fited because it would receive, as a gift, 
not only the new and commodious plant 
the city would provide, but “also a 
handsome endowment. fund, which 
would by so much relieve the taxpay- 
ers of the state at large. 

Ann Arbor need not necessarily suf- 
fer by the transfer, for the state wceuld 
still hold proporty there available for 
some other educational insztitution— 
‘perhaps a great normal school. 

It is well known that some of the 
professors would heartily favor the re- 
moval as a step forward in the build- 
ing up of the institution, but naturally 
they do not wish their names to be 
made public.

THE THREE MILE LIMIT. 


A Bill Will Be Iniroduced to Close 
Ann Arbor saloons. 

The Michigan Anti-Saloon League 
have representatives in Lansing look- 
ing after their interests. One of the 
bills they will press is one establishing 
a three-mile limit in college towns with- 
in which liquor shall not be sold. Chair- 
man Brant, of the league, while in Lan- 
sing yesterday, said: 

“We shall present a bill providing 
that the question of prohibition in coun- 
ties shall be submitted to the people at 
regular spring elections, instead of hav- 
ing it submitted at, special clections. 
We intend to have this question voted 
upon in aS many counties as possible, 
and our object in working for this 
change is to save the people of the 
counties the expense of holding special 
elections. I believe that the saloon 
men will join with us in tris, as it 
would be of no: benefit to them to insist 
upon this expense. We shal! also work 
for better supervision of drug stores in 
the matter of liquor selling. Another 
measure that we shall propose is that 
no saloons may do business within 
three miles of institutions of learning 
in strictly college towns, and we shall 
name the towns in the bill. Commercial 
cities, such as Detroit, will not be men- 
toined in the bill, but in college towns 
such as Ann Arbor, Ypsilanti, Albion 
and Mt. Pleasant, we shell ask that the 
limitbe established,and around the agri- 
cultural college at Lansing, as the col- 
lege is so far from the center of the city 
that the saloons in the city would be 
effected very little.”

This incident may or may not have 
occurred, but it serves to indicate the 
ground taken by the Collegiate alumni 
association, of Detroit, in the prepera- 
tion of a bill which it intends to pre- 
sent to the legislature, and which has 
for its object the protection of the larg- 
er colleges and universities of the state 
against what are alleged to be the de- 
teriorating influence of smaller institu- 
tions. At the present time, it is urged, 
any so-called “‘college,’’ be it only a 
cross-roads school, or a business univer- 
sity, takes it upon itself to confer high- 
sounding degrees upon its graduates, 
thus cheapening the-same titles earned 
by long years of Scholarship in institu- 
tions of dignity and importance, and at 
the same time befogging the minds of 
young men and women as to wnat con- 
stitutes a liberal education. 

The bill which has been in process of 
construction for more than a year, is 
along the line of similar acts passed 
recentiy by Pennsylvania, New York 
and Massachusetts. It provides, among 
other things, that in order to organize 
a new college $150,000 capital must be 
required instead of $50,000, as under the 
present law. Another provision is thai 
the power to confer degrees be limited 
to the institutions that have a morai 
right to confer them. 

The bill has been indorsed by promi- 
nent educators throguhout the state 
and will be presented to the legislature 
by Rep. Heineman.

Plenty of White Space to Prevent Coun- 
| terfeiting. 

New designs for the one}dollar sil- 
ver certificates have been completed at 
the bureau of engraving and printing, 
and the notes bearing them will soon 
be issued. The central device on the 
face of the note is an American eagle, 
with wings partly spread, clutching 
the flag, and with the dome of the cap- 


{itol in the background. Below the 


platform upon which the eable stands 
are small portraits of Lincoln and 
Grant set in medallions. Large and 
clear figures are in each corner of the 
note and on the sides.. The space be- 
tween the central device and the lathe 
work at the ends is clear white paper, 
except for the imprint of the seal in 
əne space and the denomination of the 
note in another. The seal upon the 
silver certificate will be in blue, and 
the figures in the open space will be in 
the same ink. The reverse side of the 
note corresponds to the face in respect 
to the large display of white paper, 
without printing or lathe work. Large 
plain figures appear in each corner, and 
scrolls make up an attractive border, 
but the onlysremaining space upon 
which the printing appears is in the 
center, where the usual language re- 
garding the qualities of the note as a 
tender for public dues is set forth. 
The object of a clear display of white 
paper on both sides of the note is to 
afford a safeguard against counterfeit- 
ing. It has been found by experts that 
it is easier to detect the use of paper 
without the usual silk threads where it. 
is not covered by printing.—Washing-.

sical instruments, if the verdict of a| 


jury of Germans has effect. It all grew 
out of the parade of a society of “Braw 
Scots,” with kilts and philabegs, the 
pipes and a horse unattuned to the 
skirl of the pipes. But it cost the pip- 
ers a few dollars just the same. A 
Caledonian society set forth to cele- 
brate. The members wore kilts and at. 
the head proudly strode a squad of pip- 
ers, who droned musically upon their 
Instruments. As the society progressed 
down the street, a citizen of German 
parentage, unaccustomed to -bucking 
bronchos, was encountered astride of a 
steed. The steed objected to the pipes 
and the noise thereof, and bucked the 
German into the front window of a 
place of business. He who had been 
thrown promptly laid his action of 
damages. He declared upon oath that 
but for the skirling of the pipes he 
would have been able to manage his 
mount. The case was laid against the 
entire society and the members made a 
valiant defense, But their attorneys 
were not as clannish as the Scots or- 
the German, and he overlooked a, bet.

The University receives one- 
Sixth of a mill on the assessed valuation 
of the state. Half that amount would 
be deemed ample for the Normal school. 
Should the grant be made it would re- 
lieve the authorities of nivch annoy- 
ance and the state would be none the 
poorer for it.—Ypsilantian. The matter 
has been under the consideration of the 
school authorities for some time, but for 
various reasons it has not been brought 
before the legislature. Acticn will un- 
doubtedly be taken during the present 
session, however.

~ NORMAL WON. 


Pedagogues Vanguished the Metho- 
thists. 

The debate held in Normal hall last 
evening between the Normals and their 
old-time foes from Albion resuited ın a 
clear victory for the teachers, thus end- 
ing the ‘rubber’ in their favor. In 
view of the fact that last night’s con- 
test was to break the previous tie of 
one victory each, it was looked forward 
to with a great deal of interest and 
the result was accepted, by the Normals 
at least, as a veritable public triumph. 
The work of both teams was excellent, 
but the pedagogues won on their more 
logical and argumentative way of treat- 
ing their subject, also on account of 
their being better able to adapt their 
“canned” speeches to meet the exigen- 
cies of the moment. 

The evening’s exchange of compli- 
ments was prefaced by an organ solo 
by Prof. John Whittaker, of the Con- 
servatory, and by the ‘briefest of re- 
marks by-Dr. Boone, the presiding offi- 
cer. When the deck had finally been 
cleared for action, G. C. Curtis, of Wil- 
liamston, took possession in the name of 
Albion and opened the arguments on 
the affirmative of the question that the 
United States should construct and 
control the Nicaragua canal. Wm. E. 
Videto, of Spring Harbor, opened the 
negative inva clear, concise, logical ar- 
gument, which went far to win a Nor- 
mal victory. Mr. Videto’s position was, 
in part: That from a strategic stand- 
point the government ownership would 
be a positive disadvantage as, in case 
of warfare, a fleet would be required to 
do constant guard duty at each end ef 
the waterway to prevent its destruction 
by the enemy, and thus the Atlantic 
and Pacific coasts would find their pro- 
tecting squadrons reduced at the time 
of greatest need. Following Mr. Videto, 
M. L. Wiley, of Sault Ste. Marie, made 
a rapid, forceful speech for the Metho- 
dists, and on his retirement J. M. Hol- 
lowya, of Weston, presented the Nor- 
mal side of the question. Mr. Hollo- 
way intrenched himself behind the ar- 
gument that Nicaragua is unwilling to 
give the United states or any other 
country control of the canal. unless the 
stipulation is made that she (Nicaragua) 
retain her sovereignty over the land 
through which it passes. The effort on 
the Albion side was made by Clyde Mc- 
Gee, of Pontiac, who, however, was 
seriously hampered by illness which has 
been hanging over him for the past 
two weeks. For all his evident bodily 
sufferings, Mr. McGee's reasoning was 
clear and sound, and was set forth in 
a pleasing and polished garb. The last 
of the regular debates was given by D. 
W. Kelly, of Evart, who gave a brief 
treatment of many of the arguments 
already advanced in rebuttal, and then 
laid particular stress upon the existence 
of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty. This 
treaty, says Mr. Kelly, will never be 


. abrogated by Great Britain on terms 


which will allow the United States any 
military advantage. If England dis- 
solves the pact she will insist that tiie 
United States bind herself to preserve 
absolute and entire neutrality in its use 
with other nations. Furthermore, on 
the nullification of the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty, England will recommence her 
encroachments in the Mosquito, and 
Uncle Sam will have fresh difficulties 
over his Monroe doctrine. The con- 
test was closed in five-minute rebuttal 
speeches by Messrs. Videto and McGee. 

The judges of the debate were the 
Hon. Levi Barbour, of Detroit, Judge 
V. H. Lane and Prof. A. C. McLaugh- 
lin, both of Ann Arbor. 

After the debate had been disposed of 
an adjournment was made to the gym- 
nasium, where a reception was ten- 
dered to the visitors, who were in force 
to the number of 75.

D. Crocker, formerly of the Commer- 
cial, pays the following tribute to the 
Ypsilanti Dairy Association: ‘‘There is 
a number of successful creameries in 
Michigan, and notable among them is 
the one at Ypsilanti. 'The creamery is 
returning more to the farmers than they 
could ever get before for their home- 
made product, and it has established 
such a reputation for the butter -it 
manufactures that there is no trouble 
to find a ready market for its product 
even at an advance over the price of 
other butter. Co-operation and careful 
management has brought about this 
successful condition of things in the 
Ypsilanti creamery, and similar atten- 
tion given to a creamery here would 
bring like results.

LIVE AGENTS WANTED IN UNOC- 
CUPIED TERRITORY. 


Videto, of Spring Harbor, opened the 
negative ina clear, concise, logical ar- 
zgument, which went far to win a Nor- 
mal victory. Mr. Videto’s position was, 
in part: That froma strategic stand- 
point the government ownership would 
be a positive disadvantage as, in case 
of warfare, a fleet would be required to 
do constant guard duty at each end ef 
the waterway to prevent its destruction 
by the enemy, and thus the Atlantic 
ahd Pacific coasts would find their pro- 
tecting squadrons reduced at the time 
of greatest need. FcNowing Mr. Videto, 
M. L. Wiley, of Sault Ste. Marie, made 
a rapid, forceful speech for the Metho- 
dists, and on his retirement J. M. Hol- 
lowya, of Weston, presented the Nor- 
mal side of the question. Mr. Hollo- 
way intrenched himself behind the- ar- 
gument that Nicaragua is unwilling to 
give the United States or any other 
country control of the canal unless the 
stipulation is made that she (Nicaragua) 
retain her sovereignty over the land 
through which it passes. The effort on 
the Albion side was made by Clyde Mc- 
Gee, of Pontiac, who, however, was 
seriously hampered by illness which has 
been hanging over him for the past 
two weeks. For all his evident bodily 
sufferings, Mr. McGee's reasoning was 
clear and sound, and was set forth in 
a pleasing and polished garb. The last 
of the regular debates was given by D. 
W. Kelly, of Evart, who gave a brief 
treatment of many of the arguments 
already advanced in rebuttal, and then 
laid particular stress upon the existence 
of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty. This 
treaty, says Mr. Kelly, will never be 


. abrogated by Great Britain on terms 


which will allow the United States any 
military advantage. If England dis- 
solves the pact she will insist that tie 
United States bind herself to preserve 
absolute and entire neutrality in its use 
with other nations. Furthermore, on 
the nullification of the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty, England will recommence her 
encroachments in the Mosquito, and 
Uncle Sam will have fresh difficulties 
over his Monroe doctrine. The con- 
test was closed in five-minute rebuttal 
speeches by Messrs. Videto and McGee. 

The judges of the debate were the 
Hon. Levi Barbour, of Detroit, Judge 
V. H. Lane and prof. A. C. McLaugh- 
lin, both of Ann Arbor. 

After the debate had been disposed of 
an adjournment was made to the gym- 
nasium, where a reception was ten- 
dered to the visitors, who were in force 
to the number of 75.
